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faittifulneſs , or Coverouſneſs of ths Miſtreſſes, 


too much minding their private profit, the Suc- 
ceſs. oft times hath not anſwered the ExpeRati- 
on of their Parents and Friends; whereof there 
are divers lamentable Examples, and grievous . 
Complainings. 

Others therefore (though ofthe. Proteſtant 
Religion) have choſen rather to be at the great

Laſtly, Divers Gentlemen of this Kingdom 


have, of late for the Education of their Daugh- 


ters, had recourſe to the Families of fome Nox- 
E onformiſts, where perhaps a ſtricter Education 
may ſometimes be found , but then if a any ad- 
vantage be there had,it is uſually attended with 


this great miſchief, "chat thereby ſchiſmatical 


and rebellious principles are inſenſibly inſtilled 
into them, . which may one day occaſion (if 


not timely prevented) the final overthrow of 


the preſent eſtabliſhed Church and State. .
